Dry Agent’s Shot 
Goes Wild 
F. L. Greene of Vermont is 


‘Struck by Bullet Aimed 
at Bootleggers 


Victim Hit While Walking 
With Wife on Street in 
National Capital 


[EXCLVSIVE DISPATCH) 

WASHINGTON Feb. 15.—United 
States Senator Frank L. Greene of 
Vermont was shot and seriously 
wounded while walking in Penn- 
sylvania avenue near the Capigol 
tonight by a prohibition agent in 
pursuit of bootleggers. 

Senator Greene and his wife 
were walking toward their home 
at the Driscoll Hotel at the foot 
of Chpitol Hill. As they were 


‘passing an alley running into Penn- 


syivania avenue, near John Mar- 
shall Place, they heard shooting. 
The Senator sought to locate the 
trouble. As he stepped toward the 
alley the shooting continued and 
one bullet struck him in the fore- 
head above the left eye. He sank 
into the arms of his wife just as 
an automobile filled with bootleg- 
gers dashed out of the alley into 


avenue. 

The automobile was pursued by 
Otis E. Fischer, prohibition agent 
attached to the Prohibition Com- 
missioner’s office here. He 
been pursuing the bootleggers and 
had fired the shots, one of which 
had struck the Senator. When 
Fischer saw that he had injured 
an innocent bystander he hasten 
to his ald, the fugitive bootleggers 
escaping. 

RETAINS SENSES 


Senator Greene did not lose con- 
sciousness and asked that he be 
hastened to a hospital. Fischer 
with the aid of licemen who had 
been with him in the alley, called 
an ambulance and the Senator, 
accompanied by his wife, was 
taken to the Emergency Hospital. 

Physicians, after a hurried ex- 
amination of the Senator's wound, 
were apprehensive that the bullet 
had been lodged in the skull near 
the top of the head, but it was de- 
cided not to probe for it tonight, 
inasmuch as the brain did not ap- 

r to be affected. 

Senator Greene remained con- 
scious during the examination and 
said that his head felt clear. It 
was decided to take an X-@ay ex- 
amination before probing for the 
bullet. The doctor felt assured 
— the wound would not prove 
atal. 

The shooting followed a scheme 
by Prohibition Agent Fischer and 
the policemen to trap a bootleg- 
ger who offered to sell them a 
bottle of whisky. They had fol- 
lowed him into the alley where 
he had his stock concealed in a 


SIGHTS STILL 

While the policemen waited in 
the officers’ car, Fischer went to 
the barrel with his prospective vic- 
tim. Just as he recetved the bot- 
tle of liquor. another automobile 
was discovered a few yards away 
with engine running and top tilted 
back. In the darkness Fischer 
perceived that in the tonneau of 
the car was a whisky still which 
the occupants of the car were pre- 
paring to unload. 

Fischer started toward the ma- 
chine. The driver saw him com- 
ing and opened fired on him, step-, 
ping on the gas at the same time. 
As the car passed him, Fischer 
returned the fire and continued fir- 
ing as he ran down the alley. 
Just before the car reached the 
street, Senator Greene reached the 
alley and was struck. 

Senator Greene, who is a dry 
supporter, is serving his first’ term 
in the Senate after five terms in 
the House. He i# a Republican 
who did*conspicuous service as a 
member of the House Military Af- 
fairs ‘Committee during the war

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 15.-—Ac- 
cording to persons in México City 
who have knowledge of the facts, 
there appears to be a discrepancy 
between the story told recently by 
William G. McAdoo before the Tea- 
pot Dome committee regarding his 
visits to Mexico on behalf of the 
Doheny interests, and the circum- 
stances of his activities in Mexico 
as they are understood here. 


These facts, so far as they are 
publicly known, do not indicate 


that McAdoo came to Mexico rep- | 


resenting Doheny, or to plead with 
President Obregon or any other 
Official on Wehalf of the Doheny ofl 
interests in this republic. Kt is 
recalled that McAdoo had reason 
to believe that in 1921 the Mezxi- 
can government was disposed to 
avail iteelf of his services in re- 
habilitating the finances of Mexico 
and reorganising 
railways.

RECALLS DOOM 
OF NEWS TRUST 


Rise of Associated Press Told 
by Official 


Private Agency Broken in 
Terrific Struggle 
Unbiased Stand 
for Organization 


(BY a. P. MIGHT 


organization of the. Associated 
Press in 1893 freed this country 
from the “menace” of privately 
controlled néws distribution agen- 
cies then operating, Minnesota 
éditors were told here tonight by 
Melville E. Stone, counsellor of the 
Associated Press. 

Addressing members of.the Min- 
nesota Editorial Association at a 
banquet given by the Minneapolis 
Journal, Mr. Stone, who was 
general manager of the Associated 
Preas for twenty-five years, termed 
as “the revolution of 1893" the 
action of western editors in form- 
ing the co-operative news gather- 


on. 
“When in this country” Mr. 
Stone said, “We speak of the revo- 
lution, of course we refer to the 
contest which began at Concord 
bridge, and ended at Yorktown. 
Little more than a century later 
there was another revolution in 
our land, which seems to me to 
have been a of distinct conse- 
quence. 

“Government control of the press 
was universal throughout the world 
for many centuries, and, through 
the clause in our bill of rights, 
was broken down in this country: 
but we did not appreciate that 
private control was no less malig- 
nant than government control. 


NEWS TRUST FORMED 
“In the late forties, a few of 
the New York journalists organized 
a little company called The Asso- 
ciated Press and its hews they sold 
to the papers in the hinterland as 
these papers developed. It was 
a close corporation. 

“As time went on and the news- 
papers in the back country in- 
creased, small tributary organiz- 
ations were formed. In 1892, this 
central group of a few papers in 
New York d under the contro) 
of three men—one a Chicago ban- 
ker, another a telegraph operator. 
and the third a business manager 
of a New York paper. These men 


were responsible to no one and were 


bent only on money-making. The 
menace was obvious. Not only were 
the newspapers dependent on the 
caprice or worse of these men, but 
away beyond that the public was 
subject to any sort of misinforma- 
tion 


BITTER STRUGGLE 

“This was the immediate cause vf 
the revolution of 1893. It began 
in Chicago. The. newspaper men 
served by the Western Associated 
Press, mindful as well of our pub- 
lic duty as of our private duty, 
revolted against this sort of con- 
trol. There followed a struggic 
of four years duration. Kt was 
a bloodless contest; yet none the 
lege revolutionary. 

“The Western men set. out to 
form @ national organization, refus- 
ing any arrangement with subordin- 
ate associations. It was to be an 
association that should. wrest the 
whole business from the hands of 
profiteers and place it in the hands 
of a purely co-operative organiza- 
tion—an organization that should 
sell no news, make no profits, de- 
clare no dividends, but should be 
the agent or joint reporter of its 

“Tt believed that ff the 
people of the country were capable 
of self-government, a presentation 
of the facts would enable them to 
form their own opinions. There- 
fore, any attempt to introduce opin- 
ion upon any event was strenu- 
ously forbidden. 


NO OPINION GIVEN’ 

“The expression of opinion rea- 
pecting any facts presented by The 
Associated Press is left to the news- 
papers receiving the service. It 
is there that it belongs. 

“There are about 1,300 daily 
newspapers in the organization. 
They represent every conceivable 
point of view respecting politics, 
religion, economics. However pre}- 
these members are; they 

re one in their desire and demand 
that the organization furnish un- 
biased news and do it as truthfully 
as human frailties will permit. 
“The privately owned organiza- 
tion went down in defeat and 
bankruptcy in 1897. 

“To those of us who have been 
engaged in the work, it seems 
strange that there should be any 
doubt us to either The Associated 
& usefulness, or its integrity. 
All of ite activities are carried on 
in the daylight under a biazing 
sun. There are no secrets about 
it; in fact there can be none. The 
news which! it furnishes to the 
newspaper membership is fur- 
nished, in the phrase of Mr. Lin- 
coln ‘with malice toward none. 
with charity for all.’ 

“Many of the criticisms are born 
of ignorance of the facts. For 
instance, a man reads something 
in a newspaper and either over- 
looks the credit lines, or it may 
be there is no credit line,‘and he 
assumes that it is an Associated 
Press telegram, and at once 
charges us with’ the responsibility 


for it. 


“It may also interest you to 
learn that by actual investigation 


in the thirty years that have passed, 


although thousands of words have 
been sent out daily, and although 
there are 1300 daily news- 
papers printing its dispatches, 
the total cost of lawyer's fees and 
all other payments incidental to 
libel suits have been less than the 


cost of the lead pencils used in 


the service. This must Be some 
proof that accuracy is earnéstly 


sought.

MANILA, Feb. 15.—After three 
consecutive trials, Manuel Quezon, 
President of the Senate, is unable

The commission has had three 
stormy sessions, with the object 
of determining the personnel list 
of the “parliamentary mission” for 
the United States the members be- 
ing entitled to traveling expenses 
and $100 a day.

caucus. 
GHTEEN URGED 

But a group of younger legisia- 
tors, sensing luxury coupled with 
patriotic service, also are anxious, 
according to critics, to iImmolate 
themselves on the altar of luxuri- 
ous steamship and Pullman com- 
partments or the countries 
liberty. Therefore, they insist that 
not less than eighteen shall £0 
with Quezon. Such officials chosen 
on the mission, together with 
valets, clerks and other aides, 
would probably total sixty. 

If Quezon, who has invariably 
enjoyed these annual junkets, suc- 
ceeds in keeping out the parvenu 
colleagues the mission may pos- 
sibly be kept within fifty. 

The Filipino press generally 
terms such a number quite suffi- 
cient, and some profess belief 
that tangible results may follow.

EL CENTRO, Feb. 15.—Instead 
of a surplus of cotton land this 
year as a result of the enforce- 
ment of the antialien land law 
against Hindus, real estate men re- 
port a shortage of suitable acre- 
age.

Reports on the plans of valley 
Hindus are conflicting. It has 
been given out that several of the 
Hindus have gone back to India, 
that others have gone to Texas to 
form a colony near FE! Paso, while 
it is asserted others have gone to 
Detroit to work in the Ford fac- 
tories preliminary to taking agen- 
cies in their native land. 

None of these reports has been 
verified by the Hindustan! Associa- 
tion here, in which most of the 
valley Hindus were members. 

Tt is understood many of the 
Hindus may be employed to grow 
cotton for the ‘land owsnere under 
contracts for monthly wager.

DRIVE NEARS END AS

ALMOST 300 GIVE UP ARMs ON 
BUCAS ISLAND; LEADER

MANILLA, Feb. 15.—Almost 300 
fanatics who have been causing 
trouble on Bucas Island, Surigao

It would be 
dificult, indeed, to find a notably 
weak gepot in the canned-goods 
market, where the influence of 
such weakness has any bearing 
upon the present market. Canned 
vegetables are held firmly in.most 
quarters; when there is undervwell- 
ing the reason is usually found in 
the quality of the particular offer- 
ing. Canned fruits, which have 
been attracting greater buying in- 
terest, take new positions of 
strength -by reason of thé reduc- 
tion of stocks in packing centers. 
Throughout the line canned fish 
is in a better position, although 
hardly stronger; in oertain depart- 
ments there if a developing de- 
mand which promises a healthy 
spring business, beginning with 
Lent.

ISONOUS RUMOR 

President Harding’s rise from poverty 
and obscurity offers a noble example for 
the emulation of the youth of America. 
Hig life is an open book whose every page 
is an inspiration for those who seek to win 
by combining merit with courage and dili- 
gence. Harding has passed; but behind 
remain envious tongues that would poison 
his memory with the venom of slander. 

And there are others, more thoughtless 
than vicious, perhaps, who stoop to gather 
the shafts of malice that lie along his path 
and discharge them in the air. The Times 
bas read with regret the insinuation, based 
admittedly upon rumor without the slight- 
est substance in fact, uttered by Frank A. 
Vanderlip concerning the sale during the 
last months of the President’s life of the 
Marion Star. 

He charged no commission of a crime; 
but suggested that it was a fit subject for 
investigation in connection with the at 
least near-scandal of the Teapot Dome oil 
leases. He professes that his only desire 
was that the memory of the late President 
should be cleared of all suspicion. But it 
is too much like defiling a statue with mud 
in order to give to others the opportunity 
to restore its pristine purity. 

He protests that he did not originate the 
calumny, that he only repeated it in order 
that it might be cleared up. But, to the 
country at large, he is convicted of repeat- 
ing a base slander. The pliblishers of the 
Star have completely vindicated the late 
President and themselves; and it is a vin- 
dication which carries conviction alike of 
the originators of the slander and Mr. Van- 
cerlip for repeating it. 

Who repeats a siander is an accomplice 
after the fact and shares the culpability 
of the one guilty of manufacturing it. Ev- 
ery man or women who becomes eminent 
offers a shining mark for the envious; for 
slander is a weapon that failure invariably 
uses against success. 

Innuendo and insinuation have become 
@ vice of American politics. 

Apparently the nation is about to pass 
through another orgy of muckraking; the 
hysteria complex, aroused Wy the oil-deal 
revelations, is once more in the ascendant. 
Such a public orgy of astounding genera! 
corruption, hatched under the whispering 
tongues of Washington gossips. swept 
through the magazines of the nation in the 
early years of the century. | 

Once more whispering tongues are on 
the warpath. And the whispers, growioz 
louder as the country warms up to political 
reactions, concern the big names connected 
with the policies on which the election 
hopes of next November will be crowned 
or broken. 

“They say” is on the rampage. it mat- 
ters little that no one can identify the 
“theys” or establish any grounds for their 
sayings. The more mysterious and shroud- 
ed the suggestions the more extensive the 
repetition. And, of course, the more exten- 
sive the repetition the grosser the scandal. 

Just gossip, idie tittletattle floating in 
and out of the Capitol, cursedly hard to 
kill because it is so diaphanous and unfet- 
tired by fact. Wherever there are actual 
evidences of malfeasance in any office or 
dereliction of duty by any public official let 
us throw in the harpoons to the hilt. But, 
for heaven's sake, let us dispense once and 
for all with the gossiper’s muckrakes and 
be content with facts. 


GOVERNS? 

. How many people in the United States 
care enough for their government to try to 
}make it more responsive to the genuine 
public opinion of the nation’? Judged by 
the result of the Presidential election in 
1920, less than half those eligible to vote 
really care whether their government is 
or nonrepresentative. if 
| Balf the citizens of the nation were to be 
| disfranchised by law there would be such 
|a@ storm of protest that it would probably 
take the form of a revolt against the gov- 
ernment. But, when the government goes 
ito the expense of holding an election and 
provides ballots, polling places and elec. 
tion officials, less than balf the citizens 
take the trouble to go to the polls. 

This shirking of responsibility is not con- 
ducive to good citizenship. It gives the 
politicians and the special interests a pow- 
erful advantage over the people at large. 
For all those who have an immediate self- 
ish personal interest in the result of the 
election find time to go to the polls. While 
those whose only interest is that of the 
public at large display an indifference that 
is unworthy loyal Americans. 


According to the statisticians, there were 
54,421,832 persons in the United States eli- 
gible to vote at the Presidential election 
in 1920. The actual number of ballots cast 
for Presidential electors was 26,705,346. A 
President and Congress were chosen by a 
minority of the electorate.. The shirking 
of responsibility gives opportunity for dem- 
agogues, self-seekers and special interests 
to control elections which should be de 
cided by the whole people. 

Californians, and especially Southern 
Californians, are supposed to be keenly 
alive to the interests both of their section 
and of the country as a whole. How many 
of them are sufficiently interested to ex- 
press their opinion concerning who shall 
direct the destinies of the commonwealth’ 

In 1922 there were approximately 550,000 
persons eligible to vote in Los Angeles 
county. The registration was 447,287: and 
the actual number of votes cast at the gen- 
eral election was only 266,174. 

This year a new Great Register is in the 
making. Before one votes one must regis- 
ter; atid before one votes in a partisan pri- 
mary one must make a statement of party 
affiliations. More than 600,000 persons in 
Los Angeles county alone are eligible to 
take part in this year’s elections, provided 
they take the trouble to register. There is 
so much apathy elsewhere in the State 
that, if every man and woman did bis or her 
duty, Los Angeles county could cast one 
half the total number of votes in the State 
at the November election. 

What an inspiring record that would be! 
It is possible. But is it probable? How 
the rest of the State, and the nation as 
well, would sit up and take notice! As 
an example of good citizenship it would be 
far-reaching in its effects. It might prove 
the spark that is necessary to rekindle the 
waning flames of representative govern- 
ment. It is a bitter truth, but it is never-

What Is Faith? 

One of the most abused, overused, mis- 
used and misunderstood words in the lexi 
con ia just—FAITH. 

Many people think of faith as a sort of 
blind innocence. Others regard it as a 
kind of quack confidence and hope. And 
some believe it to be something, a magical 
“something” that enables certain lucky 
men to grow rich, become famous and say 
the clever things newspaper writers say 
they say. 

Faith is all of these things. And it is 
something more. 

Faith is something every man exercises 
every minute of every day. 

This morning, for instance, you rode on the 
train to work, A rotten tie, an ili-driven 
spike, a switch set wrong, lamps or signals 
in imperfect working order—any one of 
these things and you might have arrived 
at eternity instead of at the office. 


There are five pay days in the 
month of March. But, shucks, that 
is the month we must make our 
income-tax payments. 

It strikes us that nobody could 
be as wise as he looks when he 
wears those spectacies.

He declared that he saw but 
little hope for the soviet govern- 


ment until they modify their Com- 
munistie policies. 

“Press reports describing Ruse- 
sia as a land of famine, disorgan!- 
zation and death have generally 
been attributed to an ‘anti-Bolshe- 
vik propaganda,” declared the 
speaker, “but let me tell you that 
in my opinion none of those re- 
ports was exaggerated. In fact, 
none of them could have described 
the misery of Russia. The facts 
would have been too grewsome to 
print.” 

LAUGHS PROVOKED 

Holden's description of the 
functioning of the soviet govern- 
ment brought roars of laughter 
from his audience. He told of the 
efforts of the labor leaders to én- 
foree the six-hour day for office 
workers and the penalties Imposed 
for s0-called overtime. 

Manufacturing in Russia is prac- 
tically at a standstill, Holden said, 
and he expressed doubt that it 
could be revived until more stable 
commercial conditions had been 
reached. 

“The greatest striées forward by 
the government have been made 
aince the use of money has re- 
turned. In fact, every so-called 
capitalistic form of government 
adopted by the soviet has resulted 
in better conditions,” Holden re- 


ported.
